THE LAW AND THE ‘ TAGE. 

Under American precedents there can be no Gov- 
ernment censorship of the ‘stage and no official can 
interfere because he disapproves a play w hich is be- 
ing produced in any theater. 

Under these same precedents, however, people who 





are indecent on the stage are as liable to arrest 
under the general laws against indecency as if they 
were indecent on the streets. Thev

In the ease of such arrests as were made to stop 
the production of Bernard Shaw’s play in New York, 
the business of the jury is not to pass on the play, 
but on the question of whether the actor actua'ly 
on trial as defendant used indecent language or iIn- 
decent suggestion or violated in any way on the 
stage, laws for enforcing public decency he must 
respect on the street or in any other public piace. 

Inside these lines and. still resisting the estab- 
lishment of any censorship over the stage as such, 
it is as easy and as practical to enforce decency 
in the theater as on the street. 

Mr. Shaw insists that his play is moral because 
he exposes the hideousness of the worst imniorality. 
Perhaps this is “moral,” but it is not decent. The

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FOOTBALL AND SCHOLARSHIP. 

A father with antiquated ideas of education has 
written a letter to President Butler of Columbia 
University asking him “to find some means to get 
his son off the football team, so that he has the 
necessary time to study, attend the lectures, and by 
so doing graduate in the final examinations.”

ELECTRIC SI SHOT FIRING. 
| The Madisor Coal Co., which operates a shaft 
north of Des Muvines, Io., has equipped its mines with 
the electrical firing apparatus. Matthew Wright 
went dow: last week to test it. Mr. Wright is con- 
nected with the Lost Creek Coal Co. and is an ex- 
pet sm the installation and operation of this kind cf 
a device. The electrical firing does away with the 
shot firers. In fact, it permits the mine to be wholly 
vacated by the miners, if desired; at least, those en- 
tries in which the shots are to be fired may be emp- 
tied entirely of workmen. The result is absolute im- 
munity from danger to life and property. 

The Madison company is the first to equip its 
mines with this device in the Des Moines field. Sev- 
eral of the minés in the southern part of lowa have 
the apparatus to do their firing, but in the Des 
Moines field there were none until the one in ‘the 
Madison mine was installed. 

By this apparatus the firing may be done from 
above grouné and dial signals indicate exactly which 
shots have been fired. The shots have to be fired 
or the dial will indicate it. There is no uncertainty 
about it. The great danger in shot firing in mines 
has been in the delayed explosion. A miner will fire 
the shot, but no explosion will follow. He will as- 
sume that the fuse has died before reaching the ex- 
plosive ané will attempt an examination. Then it 
is often that the explosion occurs and a life is sacri- 
ficed. The electric firing system is calculated to 
avoid this danger absolutely. 


10,000 HOTHOUSES IN BRUSSELS. 

Writing from Brussels, Consul-General Roosevelt 
tells of the development of this industry and the 
extension of hothouse cultivation to other fruits and 
vegetables. He says that about 40 years ago the 
cultivation of grapes under glass was ‘practiced on 
a small scale at Hoeylaert, a village near Brussels, 
more a+ an experimental venture than as a business 
enterprise. From the beginning the experiment was 
accompanied by success, and from its small origin 
this methed of cultivation rapidly developed until it 
now ranks av one of the most flourishing and lucra- 
tive industries in this district. Today there are no 
less than 1(,000 hothouses in the immediate vicinity 
of Brussels. 

‘The hotheuses are usually from 6 to 82 feet in 
length, and about 26 feet in width. Heat is distributed 
through ciay pipes. 

The principal varieties of grapes are: Frankenthal, 
a blue. medium-sized grape of fine flavor and very 
juicy; Big Colman, an immense purple grape of at- 
tractive appearance, somewhat too solid and lacking 
in juice, and the Black Alicante and Queen Victoria, 
both <«eccerptable as to quality and flavor. These 
grapes are sold on the Belgian retail markets all the 
year around, at prices varying with the seasons, 
from about 15 cents to $1 per pound. In the last few 
years the eultivation of peaches, In connection with 
grapes, has also become, quite profitable, and, al- 
gthough stil practical on a limited scale, has produced 
excellent results, the yield being first class in every 
respect.

In other words, whereas the rate 
of expenditure prior to July 1 was about 
u hundred thousand jdollars a month, it 
jumped to‘more uaa a million doliars 
a month, and, by the: statements of 
‘hose connected with the commission, it 
igs likely to jump higher.

Prior to fighting Sullivan Hyer 
had beaten Country McCloskey, a fa-

Bill Poole, the great rough aud turmble 
fightdr, who afterwards inet Morrissey 
in the famous dock fight at the foct of 
Canal street, New York, was the ieader 
of the Washington Market faction of the 
Native American party. ryer, aso a 
butcher in the Washington Market, was 
affiliated with the Native Americans. 

John Morrissey, then iscuming promi- 
nence in affairs of Tammany lHiall, very 
naturally came into opposition tv Poole 
and Myer because he wus io his party 
what they were to theirs, « first-class 
fighting man. After Yankee Sullivan 
had fought and beaten, wut losi the de- 
eision to Morrissey on u job near Buf- 
falo, Poole and the Native Amelicans 
started to provoke: Morrissey inio fight- 
ing Hyer, who had beaten Sullivun at 
Ba,timore.

Woen Jonhu «el- 
ley, who succéeded Tweed as Cilef 
Tammany Hall, opposed Moirmssey ol 
election he printed. pamphlets ‘calling 
him every name tie cous ciicila VI. 

Morrissey ran independently. Despite 
the wonderful power oppused to him he 
was triumphantly elected by the Tam- 
many men themselves. It was one of 
the few times the members of that or- 
ganization rebelled and refused to do 
.nir leader's bidding. 

In later years Morrissey speculated 
on Watl street. That made him die 
poor. Able, liberal, his wife was, after 
his death, a charge on his friends. 

Morrissey, Of course, beat Heenan. AS 
Yankee Sullivan beat Morrissey, but 
lost the decision through a tecnnicality | 
that let's Heenan out as a great ‘esht- 
er, Hyer beut Sullivan. That made him 
cock of the American waik in his day. 
At that timé there were realy no 
trained American pugilists. All the 
championships were held in England. 

Hyer Could Have Beaten Briton. 

Unquestionably liver couid nave 
beaten the English cracks of the day. 

Perry, the Tipton Slasher, -who was 
chanvpion of England from 1852 to 18,7, 
was rather a iucky dub. He beat Tom 
Paddock on tu fiuke punch in the solar 
plexus. Tom Sayers beat Perry and 
held the championship until he retired 
in 1860. Sayers was a man of the size, 
weight and build of Bob Douglas, the 
st. Louis physical instructor. He was 
only 5 feet 8 inchés in height, and sel- 
dom weighed over 150 pounds.’ Nor was 
he clever. He could endure any amount 
of puhishment, and owned a terrific 
right hand punch. It was Sayer’s punch 
which first earned the knockout biow 
the title of the Auctioneer, which it 
still retains. It was a “knocker-down- 
and-out. 

Sayers gave Heenan 75 pounds when 
he fought him at Farnsborough. In 
the eighth round of the fight Sayers 
tried- to cross Heenan with his right. 

The point of the Benecia Boy’s elbow 
caught Sayers on the inside of the fore- 
arm, a tender spot, and paralyzed it. 
From that to the thirty-first ‘round 
Sayers .ought with his left alone. He 
cut Heenan to pieces, but the Amer- 
ican finally. managed to get the strangle 
hold on the Briton, at the same time 
catching the upper rope of the ring in 
his arm so that Sayers could not go 
to his knees and end the round. They 
were fighting London rules. Heenan was 
choking Sayers to death when someone 
cut the rope. That let Sayers to his 
knees, and Heenan was obliged to re- 
lease him and end the round. 

Disgusted at the crooked work, Dowl- 
ing of Bell's Lfe, the great sporting 
paper, jumped out of the ring. The men 
then fought three rounds rough and 
tumble, of which Heenan had all thc 
better. Finally they called it a draw. 

To show that Sayers was not any 
wonder and that Heenan was a poor 
fighter for so large a man, it is worthy 
of remark that Nat Langham, a slen- 
der middleweight of the McCoy type, 
cut Sayers to pieces before he fought 
Hieenan. Langham had a fine left and 
he fairly made ribbons of Tom. Sayers 
could not land his right. Afterward he 
challenged Langham, but the latter al- 
dg said: ‘‘No, I've had enough. of you. 

om.”’ 

Not Up te Present Standard.

Two important questions which wil 
come up for renewed discussion in the 
baseball parliaments of this winter will 
be the shurcening of the schedule and 
the abolition or some amendment of the 
foul-strike rule that will permit more 


hitting. 

It will be difficult to secure either 
change. The American League has al- 
ways favored the 140-game schedule, At 
the meeting of the American League 
last year Lloyd Rickart, the secretary 
of the Browns, had drawn up and ready 
to present a schedule for 140 games in 
case the meeting should decide to con- 
sider a short schedule. The American 
was, however, forced, in self-defense, 
to follow the National and adopt the 
longer schedule. 

Since that time the National has de- 
clined to make a change, and the 
American with five teams in competing 
cities nas for business reasons been un- 
abie to revert to the short schedule. 

There is the same difficulty with the 
foul strike rule, the difference that 
there is nothing to prevent the Amer- 
ican League from playing as few or as 
many ames as.it wishes, while it is 
tied up when it comes to making any 
change in the piwying rules. Now that 
James Hart, the bete noire of so many 
baseball. leaders, has retired from 
baseball, the Atnerican leaguers believe 
that there Ils a chance to return to the 
old order. Mr. Hart could have brought 
about e change some time ago had he 
wished to do so. He pledged himself to 
vote with the American League for the 
revocation of the foul strike rule, if 
after the first year’s trial the American 
was opposed to the measure, When it 
came to an issue, however, Mr. Hart 
voted with his fellow leaguers, making 
the ballot a tie, and 
on the books. There is not the oppo- 
sition to the foul strike rule that once 
obtained and close observers see ben- 
efit in the rule. 

Will Expedite Games. 


It shortens the game by making the 
play faster, a change from the old policy 
of keeping the catcher back that is un- 
doubtedly appreciated by the spectator.

This sum has 
sinee been increased, ‘until now the an- 
nual overtaxation of Ireland has reached 
the enormous sum of $26,000,000. A large 
amount of this money is spent in 
administering the affairs of the country, 
dn giving soft berths to political favor- 
ites and parasites, in giving !arge sal- 
aries to anidle and ruffialy m litary po- 
lice, and in packing the judiciary with 
their own henchmen, who can be de- 
pended upon to do the work of the Eng- 
lish garrison in Ireland. 

The Dunraven Association has, nev- 
ertheless, made considerable progress 
since its organization, in the di. ‘tion 
of meeting the demands of Treland tr 
regard to Home Rule. It must be borne 
in mind that it is almost exclusively 
compesed of large landlords, and that it 
is little short of miraculous to see men 
of this character come forward and ad- 
vyocate any measure of social or political 
reform. It is certainly a happy omen of 
the future. | ‘

Lawyer Says Stolen Will. 

“The will handed by obvious mistake 
to Ratcliffe that morning by Ingersoll 
Lockwood was the stolen will,’”’ said 
Lawyer Hastings of the Tousey forces 
tonight. “Mrs. Todd discovered the 
theft only a few hours before her death, 
and to several persons voiced her sus- 
picion that Lockwood had stolen it. The 
evidence furnished by Mr. Ratcliffe is 
of the greatest importance.”’ 

The full significance of Mr. Ratcliffe’s 
evidence is seen in these facts: 

“It was Ingersoll Lockwood who three 
days after Mrs. Todd's mysterious 
death filed her will in this city. That 
will was dated 1992 and named Lock- 
wood as sole executor. 

The alleged stolen will of 1903, which 
deprives Lockwood of the control of the 
estate was the will which Mr. Ratcliffe 


sa'ys Lockwood placed in his hands the 
day after Mrs. Todd’s tragic death. 
Mrs. Todd started for a lawyer's 
house where she was to have signed a 
new will, but for some queer reason 
went to Philadelphia instead. 


Great Criminal Case. 


The New York detectives believe 
the Todd case will become one of the 
greatest in‘criminal history... The Phil- 
adelphia police force say there is not 
the slightest doubt her death was pure- 
ly accidental or deliberate suicide. 

There is so much underlying motive 

for murder and 80 many unexplained 
and peculiarly suspicious features to 
the mystery that from the first the 
New York authorities felt that Mrs. 
Todd was done away with. 
- On the other hand, the Philadelphia 
police have abandoned the case and re- 
port tonight that the story about Mrs. 
Todd being accompanied to that city by 
two men and that they took a cab at 
the Reading Terminal has been found 
to be untrue. Further, the detectives 
say that no one was with her less than 
two hours before her death. 


Fight For Estate. 


The fight for possession of Mrs. Todd's 
estate goes on merrily. As a result of 
the last raid on Mrs. Todd’s hotel, the 
Von Hoffman, Ingersoll Lockwood, her 
former attorney arraigned in the police 
court today Sinclaire Tousey and George 
Gordon Hastings, his lawyer. 

When Magistrate Whitman discharged 
the prisoners on the ground that Lock- 
wood should bring a civil suit if ne 
wished to recover, Lockwood was en- 
raged. Upon leaving the courtroom the 
lawycr said:

Es 8 I shall advise my client to 
organize a posse of detectives to go 
to the hotel and carry it by storm.” 

This remark creates the fear that 
there may be serious trouble at the Von 
Hoffman Hotel. Capt. Dooley of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station, immedi- 
ately ordered the reserve force of po- 
lice held in readiness for trouble. 

Lockwood has a deed of trust to al! of 
Mrs. Todd's property, but Tousey, in 
behalf of his absent sister-in-law, who 
is the only child of Mrs, Todd, says 
there is a later deed in Lockwood's pos- 
session which annuls the deed of trust.

The arrest of eGorge Reithmann, 8a- 
loon keeper on the Collinsville road, on 
the edge of Lansdowne, East St. Louis, 
charged with the murder of Matthew 
Carl, grocer, a neighbor of Reithman, 
March 6, 1903, gives a strange turn to a 
case that has been a mystery almost 
three years. Reithman served on the 
Coroner’s jury which, after some delib- 
eration, found that Cari came to his 
death at the hands of an assailant un- 
known. : 

Late at night, March 6, 193, Carl's 
body was found at the rear of his home, 
his skull broken by blows from a piece 
of iron. He had not been robbed and 
the motive was not thought to be rob- 
bery. No evidence pointing strongly 
enough at any one person to warrant 
an arrest was found and the case was 
allowed to remain unsolved. 

A few weeks ago Deputy Sheriff Cash- 
el of St. Clair County obtained evidence 
which he thought clinched the certainty 
of a trail he had been following since 
the time of the murder. He says he had 
had clews enough to warrant his sus- 
picion, but not until accident threw an 
essential witness in his way did he feel 
positive that he could reveal the mur- 
derer. 

Deputy Sheriff’s Facts, 

Reithman and Carl had not been the 
best of friends. Carl operated a grocery 
store near that which Reithman con- 
ducted in connection with his saloon on 
Morris avenue. Reithman, it is said, 
had complained of Carl’s competition 
and Carl had bought the other’s stock. 
There was consderable agitation at the 
time in Lansdowne against saloons and 
W. C. Carl, brother of Mathew, with 
whom the latter lived, was a leader of 
the opposition. 


On the night of the murder, abeut 11:30 
p. m., Carl left his store, carrying with 
him the day's receipts, about $60, and 
started for his home, The rear of his 
home, his brother’s property, extends 
almost to Morris avenue, lying a short 
distance beyond Reithman’s “Lame 
Goose’”’ saloon. It was necessary for 
Carl to pass the saloon going home. 

As he left his store the “dinky line” 
car was standing at the corner of Col- 
linsville and Morris avenues. He spoke 
to Mike Meehan, the conductor, saying, 
according to the latter’s statement: 

“Mike, I'm afraid something’s going 
to happen to me. I’m afraid to F 43) 
home.’”’ 

“Get on the car and I'll take you,” 
said Meehan. — 

Carl climbed aboard, rode the short 
distance to the rear end of his lot and 
walking around the shed and fence on 
the east side, disappeared from Mee- 
han’s sight. Meehan then ran his car 
back toward Collinsville avenue, but 
about half way there, he heard a shot 
coming from the direction of the house. 
He heard also, he says, Carl's volce, 
saying: 

“For God's sake, don’t!’’ 

Lantern In the Saloon. 

He reversed and ran back. Ag he 
came tc the “Lame Goose”’ saloon he 
saw a lantern moving fromthe kitch- 
en at the side and rear, into the ga- 
loon, through it and out at the front 
door. He saw it was Reithman caprry- 
ing the Jantern and called to him, sgay- 
ing he thought that Carl had been hurt. 

Reithman said he would accompany 
him to investigate, and the two walked 
across the street toward the Carl home. 
There Reithman said he would go 
pack and get his boots because it was 
muddy. He gave his revolver to Mee- 
han, who did not wish to wait, 

Reithman did not show up again and. 
it is said, did not view the body at all. 

In the rear of the house, close by the 
side fence, Meehan found Carl, dead. 
He had been terribly beaten. His 
brother and his brother’s wife joined 
Meehan a moment later, having been 
awakened by the shot. 

Near the body was found an iron 
wagon spring, covered with blood, and 
next day in a pool of water on the 
other side of the fence’ was found a 
wrench with blood and human hair on 
ee 
The shot heard by Meehan, it ap- 
peared, had been fired by Carl, a bullet 
hole being found in his overcoat pocket, 
where was also the revolver with an 
empty cartridge.

She was 
willing to settle $25,000, but not $50,000, of 
her own free well, as a gift, but when 
the Prince held stubbornly for $50,000, 
she cried: 

“I am not selling myself for a title, 
even to a Prince of the blood, and since 

our Highness has brought this discus- 
sion to the level of a business transac- 
tion, you can take your title to another 
market.”’ 

- Then she went back to Rome and 
along in 1896 married the Marquis de 
Merinville.

ENGLISH WOMEN MAVE ° 
BEST CHANCE TO WED.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The women of the 
United Kingdom have nearly twice as 
many chances of being married as the 
women of any other nation in Europe. 

This is one of the many remarkable 
facts shown in the annual statistical ab- 
stract for the principal nations of the 
world, issued by the Board of Trade. 

The period covered by the figures is 
from 1 to 19893. In each of those ten 
years there have been 14 or 16 marriages 
per 1000 of the population in Great Brit- 
ain, while in other countries the rate 
has remained steadily at between 7 and 


8 po 600. 
he Blue book certainly gives a rate 
of 15.1 for France in 190, but this is 
obviously a misprint, for during the nine 
other years of the period the rate has 
invariably been a fraction below 8 per 
1000, and the actual number of marriages 
in 1908 show that the rate must have 
been about the same 4s previous years, 
A steadily falling birth-rate in nearly 
every country is another feature of the 
report, the figures for Spain alone show- 
ing an increase in the percentage of 
births In 1903 over that of 1893. The

Estate.

Since 
the father’s death, his claim has been 
ignored and all he is to receive in the 
dixpositian of the estate as planned by 
his brother is $455 that he has not ac- 
counted fpr, in addition to his bare liv- 
ing expenses and expense money. Baker 
also asks for an accounting of the 
estate.

| to the collection of presidential china- 
ware which Mrs. Roosevelt is having 
gathered for the White House was 
made today, the latest acquisition being 
four pieces of the Monroe china. They 


are the gift of Mrs. George ¥. Elliott 
of this city and consist of c soup plate, 
a tea plate and a cup and saucer. 
_ the soup plate has a wide border of 
deep orange yellow with a white leaf 
outlined in gold. In the center of the 
plate is a bunch of American wild flow- 
The othe a quaint 
Sa bright red scroll 
lattice work in gold, with the 
Star flower interwoven in them. In 
the, center of the tea plate is a shield- 
shaped design in gold. The pieces were 
placed in one of the cabinets at the 
White House this morning. The card 
accompanying them bears the follow- 
ing inscription: ‘ 
These pleces of china are from an 
incomplete tea set used by President 
James Monroe and his family while in 
the White House. Th afterward be- 
came the property of d uechow known 
as Col. James Monroe, who was an of- 
ficer of the United States army, but re- 
signed therefrom and afterward moved 
from Virginia to New York. He pre- 
sented them in 1878 to his daughter, now 
the wife of Brig.-Gen. George F. Elliott, 
commandant United States Marine 
Corps. Mrs. Elliott, in 1905, presented 
them to Mrs. Roosevelt for exhibition 
at the White House.”

The list of residénts 6f St. Louis 
whose personal property is -assessed- at

gates recently asked for by resolution 
from Assessor J. J. O’Brien, has been 
completed by him and will probably be 
Submitted at the meeting of the House 
next Tuesday. ' 

The list shows that the St. Louisan 

ho pays the highest personal tax is 
James Campbell of Portland place, 
broker. Campbell "pays personal taxes 
of $6570, on an assessed. Valuation of 
$200,000, mostly latge holding in local 
quasi-public corporations. 

The next highest personal assessment 
isi that of H. Clay Plerce of Vandéventeér 
place, a large stockholder in the Oil 
Trust and Mexican Central Railway, 
Who at present payes taxés of $5475 on 
$250,000 personal property. 

Last year the pergonal tax assessment 
of H. Clay Pierce was $500,000. Pierce 
failed to make a return on his property 
at that time and the assessor made his 
Own estimate. This year thé assessor 
made the same assessment, as Piérce 
failed to make his return. While the 
Hoard of Equalization was in séssion a 
return of $63,000 was feceived from 
Pierce, through his attorney, J. D. 
Johnson. The board ignored the return 
a8 coming too late and placed Pierce's 
assessment at $250,000. ° 

“At that time,”’ said Assessor O'Briéh, 
“Pierce's attorhey gave formal notice 
that H. Clay Pierce had ceased to be 
& resident of St. Louis, as he had re- 
moved his posseS8sions to New York 
and had taken up his residence at the 
Waldorf-Astoria-Hotel. Thus Bt. Louis 
has lost one of its largest payers of per- 
sonal taxes.”’

Hastening to Tabor, Gregory reported 
to the directors his discovery and a 
hasty examination of the bank's books 
was made. Evidences of fraud were 
quickly found and when Dye returned 
Thursday he was confronted with the 
proofs of his guilt. Dye then broke 
down and made a confession, at the 
same time pointing out misappropria- 
tion of funds which the examiners had 
not then found. 

It was found that numerous notes and 
securities bearing names of well-known 
farmers and business men were al] for- 
geries, and that Dye had even forged 
the name of his father to large 
amounts. One note of $5000 given by 
Dye and indorsed by the elder Dye wag 
confessed a forgery as were others 
amounting to $11,000.

2000 Men Marched Through 
Lantern-Hung Streets in 
South St. Louis. 





HONOR GOLDEN JUBILEE 





At Celebration During the 
Week Five Bishops Will 
Take Part. 


A big portion of South St. Louis 
last night looked like New Orleans dur- 
ing the Mardi Gras time. Almost every 
other house in St. Peter and Paul's 
Parish had long strings of Japanese 
lanterns hanging from the windows and 
strung from house to house. Through 
these fantastically lighted streets a pa- 
rade of over 2000 men bearing torches 
and Japanese lanterns attached to long 
poles wound in and out. 

It was all in honor of the golden ju- 
bilee of Rt. Rev. Mgr. Francis Goller, 
pastor of St. Peter and Paul’s Church. 
The formal celebration of the jubilee 
will start today and last throughout the 
greater part Of the week. But his pa- 
rishioners, over whom Fr. Goller has 
watched for all but two of his 8 years 
of priesthood, arranged the parade asa 
special demonstration of their affec- 
tion 

After marching the paraders together 
with many of the women and the old 
men of the parish assembled in front of 
the church and joined in the grand cho- 
rus of the “‘Te Deum.” 

The route of the parade covered over 
30 blocks. It went as far east as Broad- 
Way and as far west as Twelfth, and 
between Victor and Soulard on _ the 
south and north. It passed in review 
before the pastor’s residence beside the 
church at Seventh street and Allen ave- 
nue. Mgr. Goller stood on the steps 
and as the men and boys in the parade 
took off their hats as they passed him 
he waved to them and smiled. Arch- 
bishop Giennon was not able to attend 
on account of the rain. 

Before the rain came down heavily 
the Japanese lanterns carried by the 
members of the Young Men's Sodality 
made a brave showing. The _ drizzle 
made the lights in the lanterns sputter 
and fiare, but the effect was  pictur- 
esque, with the strings of lanterns 
along the house fronts and the red 
lights which were burned at frequent 
intervals 
The parade was assembled in front 
the church. A dozen mounted po- 

led. Immediately following the 
police were the bearers of t Jubiiee 
Standard. On one side of t stand- 
and was a portrait of Mgr. Goller, on 
the ,other the inscription, “All praise 
to our Pastor.”’ 

A military band swung in after the 
standard bearers, playing a .quick 
march. When they rounded Broad- 
‘vay they struck u» the ‘‘Wearing of 
ithe Green,” which brought great 
cheers from a sympathetic group 
standing on the corner. 

Fifty aides on horseback were next 
in line, wearing silk hats.

CLAIMS. AN ESTATE 


News of Mother’s Death Causes 
Man to Write to Old 
Home. 


SPRINGFIELD, O., Nov. 4.—~Mourned 
as dead for twenty-five years, Edward 
Daughertv, supposed to have perished in 
the burning of a barn south of the city 
about 1880, has written to the County 
Clerk from Clancy, Mont., asking about 
the distribution of his mother’s estate. 
It developed that instead of being 
burned to death, he had fled the coun- 
try in fear of a man whom he had sent 
to the penitentiary. 

It was in 1875 that he was robbed by 
“Sig’’ Quill, now in the County Infirm- 
ary. Quill was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for five years, and was releas- 
ed in 1850. 

The night he was released the barn of 
George Gram was burned. 

Daugherty and Gram were close 
friends. and Daugherty had been seen 
about the place in the evening. It was 
known afterward that the barn had 
been fired by tramps, and as Daugherty 
was never heard of afterwards it was 
supposed he had perished, though at

Last winter Mrs. Bridget Daugherty, 
his mother, and his brother and sister 
were asphyxiated in a little house. in 
Clifton street, and he wrote to the Clerk 
of the Courts saving he had just re- 
ceived the sad news of his mother’s 
death and asking if the estate had been 
ndministered.

Cronin handled this tough clientele 
through Sheer force of character— 
Sometimes by “awful bluffing,” to use 
his own language, and frequently by

It is a difficult matter to arouse him 
from his easy, good natured careless 
manner. of treating those with whom 
he comes in contac®, but when he its 
crossed he can outswear any man 
within a square mile of the old Four 
Courts building. 

Judge Cronin does. not pretend to 
be an educated man, but he prides 
himself on his “intelligence”; on his 

















keen knowledge of human nature and 
h.s reputqion as a “good fellow,” who 
in times agone counted a goodly por- 
tion of St. Louis as the abiding piace 
of his friends. 

Iie was great on friendship as ex- 
emplified in treating and being treat- 
ed at his and other bars, in bailing 
unfortunates out of jail and sticking 
together at the polls. 

His proudest boast is that when 

several grand juries made life unbear- 
able for the House of Delegates, in 
Which hody he was !vokKed up to as 
an oracle, Alderman Cronin was 
about the only member who was con- 
sistently merry at all times. 
While the consciously guilty sat 
dully in thelr seats, with dark looks 
and subdued manner, Cronin was al- 
Ways ready with merry quip, not al- 
ways over-nice and his laugn buvnied 
over incessantly. 

He was jovial under all circum- 
Stances, and the more indictmente 
turned out the more material appar- 
ently he found for jocularity.

Resent Suggestion That Fires May 
Have Been Accidental. 


OR seven years the household of 

Christopher Behle, a farmer 

near Ferguson, &t. Louis 

County, Mo., has maintained 

at night a guard who watches 

with a shotgun for an expected 

enemy whose weapon is fire. 

Every night either Christopher 

Behle or one of his four sons sits by the unlighted 

window, shotgun in hand, on guard, The Behies long 

ago adjusted themselves to this remarkable vigil. 

Every night one of the male members of the family 

goes upon guard with the gun. While others sleep 

he watches. The next night another Behle assumes 

the task. And so they have lived for seven years 

and will tive as long as they fear the hand that they 

believe has once burned the house and barn and four 

times since then has started fires which the watch 

ful Behles say they have discovered and extin 
guished. 

The terror in which these people live and have 
lived for seven years is almost without a parallel in 
a civilized community. Hard working people, doing 
harm to no one, they' think eternal vigilance the 
price of safety from a fate which they so constantly 
expect that they dread the coming of night. Th 
misfortune of the Behles and their nightly vigil are 
well known to their neighbors. Every one within a 
mile of the farm home can tell the story of love, 
defeat and threatened vengeance which the Behles 
_ Say underlies this seven years’ reign of terror. 

The Behle home stands upon a pretty hill just east 
of the Wabash track, three-quarters of a mile south- 
east of Ferguson. There the family has lived for 
many years, and Christopher Behle, now in his 
sixty-sixth year, is one of the best known of the old 
members of that thrifty farming community which 
cultivates the lands stretching from the north line 
of-6t. Louis to the Missouri River. 

Christopher Behle had quarrel with no man, had 
none to wish him evil and lived in plenty and peace. 
He is a fine and fatherly-looking old gentleman, with 
a round, jovial face, a short, stout figure and short, 
gray mutton chops. He smokes a long-stemmed 
pipe, as men of the Fatherland do, and he would be a 
very happy and contented old gentlemen if it were 

not for the terrible fear that haunts his mind and 
torments his heart. 

In 1897 the Behle family consisted of the parents 
and a big family of children. There were two girls, 
the older—Lizzie—then in her carly twenties. The 
family say that it was love for this older daughter 
that instituted a new and terrible era for the Behle 

household. The story goes that among the girl’s ad-

Christopher Behle added something to his insur- 
ance money and built a more pretentious home than 
the one destroyed. It is a two-story frame house of 
about eight rooms, with a central front door and 
a small front porch. The new house has never 
burned, for every night, in all seasons and weathers, 
year in and year out, for seven years, a determined, 
watchful man with a shotgun has sat by a dark 
window through the long watches of the night, 
watching for HIM’and fire. 

The man with the gun has never seen the man 
with the torch. Some of the neighbors say there was 
a night when a prowling figure was fired upon, but 
the family say that in the seven years’ wate) no 
prowling figure has ever been seen. But if this vig- 
jlance has never revealed the man, it has sometimes 
frustrated what are believed to have been }:ig works. 


Upon the night of Oct, 1, 1898, the guard guve an 
alarm, and the men of the household, rushing out, 
extinguished a fire at the barn. Vigilance was re- 
doubled for the following fortnight, but despite the 
watchfulness of the household, the alleged avenger 
again set fire to the barn. On the night of Oct. 13 
it again burned to the ground. 

By this time the terror of the household had be- 
come such that an appeal was made to the county to 
assist in capturing the incendiarist and guarding the 
Behles and their property. The family say that in 
the stir occasioned by this appeal the alleged in- 
cendiary desisted until things quieted down. Then. 
they say, he went to work again, making two sub- 
sequent attempts to fire the Behle place, the last as 
recently as eighteen months ago, and burning the 
barn and two stacks of wheat at the Louis Behle 
place, in eddition to having set one fire there which 
was discovered before it had done any damage.

Three years ago Lizzie Behle was married. She 
became the wife of William Schlueter, The couple 
went to live in the neighborhood and the family 
confidently expected that the wrath of the de- 
feated lover would fall upon the man who had won 
the girl.

“It has been a long time now since any attempt 
has been made to burn us out.

The Behiles are intolerant of any suggestion that 
they have not pursued by an unrelenting 
enemy.

The Wabash track runs 
within a hundred yards of the barn, which strength , 
cns the theory of accidental burning. But the Bahles — 
insist there has never been any question as to 
origin of their fires.. They say they found traggs 
of benfires two or three times, and that they have’ 
also found peison put out for their stock. 

The barn is upon the north side of the house, 40 
yards distant. It is within easy gunshot from any 
one of the several windows upon that side of the 
hovse. Years of vigilance have sharpened the eyes 
and made keen the hearing of the Behles./ They 
i:now the stir of steck and the shadow of a dog. 
The wraiths and spectors that go about in the dark- 
ness, and the pranks of the shadows that move— 
the Behles know them ali. They have been harken- 
ing them and watching them for seven years, and 
there is not the note of a nightbird or the footfall of 
a cat which they have not met with in the course’of 
their watching—-sometimes to tighten the grip on 
the yun and slip the forefinger over the trigger. 

If a shot should boom at the Behle home tonight 
and the Behle neighbors should hear it, they would 
not be surprised.

“got him.” 

Nobody in the neighborhood blames the Behles. 
They admit that the household has been terribly 
tried.

Y ANIMAL musicians I here mean instru- 
B mentalists rather than vocalists—that ia, 
such as make use of other means than 
the voice for making a noise. The sound in sore 
cases may serve thein as a means of signaling only, 
but often it seems to be made for the pleasure of 
hearing it and eliciting a response, which increases 
our interest in the matter. It is too early to plan 
for organizing a “band” eomposed of wild animals, 
but there would be drummers enough to begin with. 
The greater number of animal instrumentalists 
come from the ranks of birds and ingects, but a 
few are furnished by other classes, ag fishes. l’er- 
haps the rattling of their antlers fs one Source of 
pleasure stags seem to derive from locking horns 
and pretending to fight. The loud Stamping of 
hares, like the clashing of teeth of a woodchue’:, or 
the water-slapping by the beaver’s tail, is an ex- 
pression of alarm and anger rather than of a muci- 
cal mood, and serves as « signal to all other hares 
to “watch out.” Horses often kick in their stalls 
or strike the whiffletrees behind them, apparently 
only to hear the noise they make, and drivers believe 
they purposely shake the bells and jingling chains of 
their harness as a matter of amusement,

pression, yet many of them make and find use for 
other kinds of sounds, usually by means of their 
wings. When a grouse bursts up from before our 
feet like the explosion of a bomb, the noise so dis- 
concerts its pursuer for an instant that the bird has 
vo get a good start. This does not compare 
in volume or interest, however, with the Joud, muf- 
fed drumming of a cock grouse in the woods, which 
is a call to its mate and a challenge to rivals. Va- 
rious other birds have the same habit in other coun- 
tries. Turkeys scrape their wings along the ground, 
and in spring nighthawks make a strange booming 
sound in the air with their wings, wherefore in the 
Southern States they are known as bullbats. 

As te breeding season begins the male snipe 
commences calling for a mate. These calls are al- 
ways uttered upon the wing, and consist of a piping 
and clicking note, often repeated and accompanied 
at intervals by 4 humming or bleating noise, not 
unlike that of a goat. Hence the Irish provincial 
name, “heather bleat,” for this bird.” When ver this 
sound is emitted the bird is diving from a great 
height with extreme velocity anu gi.ing a trembling 
motion to the wings. These flights aro performed 
at intervals during the day, but. more cammonly to- 
ward evening.

an. Englishman named Meves noticed that on each 
side of the tail the outer feathers are peculiarly 
formed, having a stiff, saber shaped shaft with the 
oblique barbs of unusual length,'the outer webs be- 
ing strongly bound together, and these fdur little 
tufts stick out on each side of the tai] as the bird 
dashes down. Mr. Meves found that by blowing 
on these feathers, or by fasténing them to a long 
stick and waving them rapidly through the air, he 
could reproduce the drumming noise made by the 
living bird. Both sexes are furnished with these 
feathers, but they are generally larger in the male 
than in the female and emit a deeper note. 

The storks and some related birds have found that 
they can make a pleasant racket by clapping their 
beaks together. 

Another instrument for agreeable noisemaking is 
furnished by hollow quills. Keep your eyes upon 
the next peacock that you happen to see marching 
about with his tail wide spread, his gleaming neck 
arched, and every movement intended to display his 
grandeur, and t!*. presently you may both see and 
hear him give ‘ituscif a quivering shake, making 
each quill str:ke ise next with a leud rattle, and 
causing a thousand rainbow lights to flash acroes his 
banner in metallic scintillations. Birds of paradise 
do just the same thing, for the same purpose; but 


when the bristling porcupine (that of Europe, not 
ours) rattles his quills, it is as a menace. 

The rattler of all rattlers, however, is the Ameri- 
can rattlesnake, to whose tail is appended a set of 
castanets by which he can play a jig that will set

Of the drummers, the woodpeckers stand easily 
first, for much of the hammering these lively birds 
do is entirely apart from the business of digging 
out nesting holes or tapping and tearing wood in 
search of food. It is their musical way of wooing, 
in the lack of those powers of voice by which other 
woodland birds declare their love.’ 

But the biggest and strangest example is that of 
the howling monkey of Brazil, for it is practically 
a musical instrument in the throat which gives to 
that creature the fearful volume of voice which no 
arrangement of vocal cords alone could produce.

These pictures by J. James Tissot are 
now on exhibition at the St. Louis School of Fine 
' Arts, where many Biblical scholars have studied them 
with amazement and delight. 

They are altogether different from the conven- 
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the Jordan. The sunlight is of the peculiar character 
displayed alone in the neighborhood of the scenes 
described. These pictures are truly Oriental. The 
clouds, the anima!s, the soil, the vegetation—every- 
thing was painted on the spot and as seen by a 
brilliant colorist. The men are Orientals, not 
Anglo-Saxons. The women and children wé¢re paint- 
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tional pictures of Bibie occurrences found in many 
testaments and often identified with great names in 
art. There is not a halod-in the entire collection. 
Moses, Aaron, Noah, Jonah and others troop across 
the vision like rea] men, not like angels. The sunsets 
are real sunsets. The landscape is that of Mesopo- 
tamia or the Holy Land of the present day, fami'iar 
to all tourists, not of a faked Mesopotamia or Holy 
land, imagined by some artist in his studio at Rome 
or Paris. : : 

_ These pictures show none of the atmospheric ab- 
 surdities indulged in by even so great a painter as 
_ Rubens in his treatment of Biblical scenes. The

Not since the late Vasili Verestchagin startled. 


Europe by bringing from Russia his collection of 
war pictures bas there been displayed a series of 
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illustrations in color so notable for the prominence 
of strife and bloodshed. Warfare, carnage, destruc- 
tion seem to be keynotes of the Tissot collection. 
[t appears a veritable chamber of horrors. Human 
Llood is scattered all about among these pictures. 
Dismembered bodirs, mutilated limbs, murders, as- 
sassinationr-“ngnats of all kinds, scenes of torture, 
skeletons, birds of prey, reptiles and other harrow- 


. {aig sights are presented to the spectator, embellished 


with the highest genius. The number of dead and 
dying people shown in this collection runs {nto 
the thousands. Entire armies, great cities and large 
caravans are shown in the act of being wiped out. 
Some of these pictures are of the most ghast!) 
nature. They are utterly unlike the conventional 
Bible pictures wherein everybody wears a happy 
smile and a halo in the midst of impossible trees, un- 
natural animals and a large variety ef angels. This 
was the way that Rubens painted. He wanted to

pictures of the most edifying character. But this 
modern Frenchman with his photographic eye and 
acute sense of the striking and picturesque, went to 


_ Palestine, carrying a large quantity of red paint, and 


he has produced some scenes of bloodshed that quite 
surpass anything done by Verestchagin. This has 
been called “the yellow journalism of art.” 

There was.a terrible loss of life in the Old Testa- 
ment. In fact, it was there that all the people 
in the world were destroyed except Noah and the 
invited guests whom he had brought on board the 
ark. Everybody else was wiped out. Tissot could 
not pass up a chance like this and has produced a 
picture of the deluge different from that of any 
other artist. He hit upon the remarkable expedient 
of illustrating this event by showing a. number of 
people sitting on rafts and struggling in the water 
on the brink of a giant cataract. Of course, this is 
pure imagery and merely a way of illustrating de- 
struction by water. Nearly all previous painters 
have depicted the deluge as a great downfall of 
rain or an uprising on the part of the sea. 

After the deluge the population of the 
rapidly increased again. Soon there commenced 
strife, warfare and bloodshed which Tissot has 
taken full advantage of. Some of his greatest 
pictures depict events of comparatively small im- 
portance, yet offering chance for an indulgence in 
sensational art of which the French—masters of art 
in the present day—are so fond. 


Take, for instance, the fifth verse in the ninth 
chapter of Judges. It relates an occurrence of no 
special importance, but presenting an opportunity 
for a typical scene of horror. This is where Abime- 
Iech slays his seventy brethren. It is thus described: 

“And he went unto his father’s house at Ophrah 
and slew his brethren, the sons of Jerubbaal, there 
being three score and ten persons, upon one stone.” 

It is doubtful if this event had ever been illustrat- 
ed before. If it had been the picture would pr: bably 
have shown nothing more than an ordinary fight in 
which Abimelech would be depicted in the act of 
slaying his brethren, one at a time or by wholesale. 
What. did Tissot do? With hiewprained skill in ar- 
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Again, when Tissot came to carefully read the 
Old Testament for the purpose of picking out the 
scenes which he would illustrate, he came upon the 
following in the first chapter and sixth verse of 
Judges: 

“But Adoni-bezek fled, and they pursued after him 
and caught him and cut off his thumbs and his great 
toes.” 

Here was a magnificent opportunity for a French 
painter, who rarely has an opportunity of depicting 
so unique a method of torture as this. The old- 
time Bible illustrators, faking up their creations in 
comfortable studios at heme, would have handled 


away 
would 


this subject by drawing Adoni-bezek running 
and his enemies running after him. That 
have been commonplace, while’ it would have been 
equally revolting to have shown the mutilation be- 
ing performed upon the victim. Tissot solved this 
problem by showing Adoni-bezek crucified upon a 
cross, surrounded by a jeering multitude. It is only 
by a careful examination of this remarkable pic- 
ture that the horror of it is fully revealed, for it 
shows the effects of the mutilation described with 
a liberal spattering of blood upon the immediate 
surroundings. 

The three pictures above described are 
typical and characteristie. They are among the least 
of the startling and, in some instances, horrible pic- 
tures in this remarkable collection. Many of the 
scenes of bloodshed depicted are thrilling to the 
highest degree. Yet the genius of this painter has 
been so great that although he presents such scenes 
of anguish again and again and in all varieties, he 
has never passed into the sphere where one of them 
might have been called repulsive. The skeletons, 
dead bodics, wounds and punishments depicted are 
vivid and interesting and in every instance they tell! 
their story with a force and directness never before 
attained in any illustration of Old Testament events.

Three-fourths of these remarkable pictures deal 
with men. The women in the eollection are quite 
subordinate and incidental. The coloring of all is 
magnificent. This is accounted for by the fact that 
the pictures were painted under the preeise climatic 
conditions and topographical surroundings of the 
events described.

contesting the will of Her- 

mann C. Hollmann. Young 
Hollmann himself has been until recently thesmost 
_ mystified person connected with the case. Until the 
reading of the will of Hermann C. Hollmann he sup- 
posed himself to be the son of the man whose name 
he bore. But in the will he is spoken of as an 
“adopted son” and is left the sum of $1 out of his 
father’s estate of approximately $100,000. 

Charles C. Hollmann, who joins with Hermann 
Hollmann Jr. in the will contest, is admitted to be 
the son of Herman Hollmann Sr., but is left: only 
$5. Mrs. Dina Hollmann, surviving and second wife 
of Hermann Hollmann Sr., and three other children of 
Mr. Hollmann and of his second wife are bequeathed 
the remainder of the estate. Charles C. Hollmann 
is going.to join in the contest in order to secure, if 
possible, a portion of the estate, but Hermann 
Hollmann is actuated by a much deeper interest. 
It is the desire to solve the mystery of his b‘rth, 
to clear away to the satisfaction of himself and the 
girl to whom he is engaged, the cloud that he re- 

 gards as now hanging over his name. 

Except for vague rumors and a statement made 

_ to him by his supposed father, and to which he did 
not attach much importance, Hermann Hollmann had 
always supposed himself the son of the man whose 
mame he bore. True, his stepmother had intimated 
differently when he called at the family home after 
his father’s death, but he paid little attention. So 
it was with perplexity that he heard himself referred 
to as “adopted” when the will was read. Then 
‘there arose in his mind the question: “If I am not 
Hermann Hollmann who am I? If this man was 
mot my father, what relationship existed between 
_ us? Where did he get me? Who were my parents?” 
rs Immediately following these questions came 
another: “What will my swectheart say?” So fast 
dia these reflections follow each other that Holl- 
- Miann made up his mind, even befure the reading of

He found three versions ef his identity, 
two of them supported by witnesses whe either 
claimed to be familiar with his history, er who had 
been told the story by the elder Hollmann, and one 
told by the mortuary and church records in &t. 
Louls. It ts on the recerds that Hollmans bases 
his fina] stand, but even here a mystifying condition 
exists. 

And along with ether mysteries in this coming 
suit of Hollmasin vs. Hollmann is that which gur- 
rounds the sudden rise of Hermann Hollmann §r. 
from poverty te wealth, the transfermation of a 
smal] merchant into a landlord. A mysterious cat- 
tleman of supposed great wealth came into the 
story at one point when young Hollmann was un- 
raveling it, but the thread that lead in his qi- 
rection ran out and nothing more was heard of 
that individual. A dark-skinned “foreigner” of truly 
mystifying characteristics has a short but possibly 
insignificant role, then he, too, disappears, An in- 
timation that he is of Irish birth is made to the boy 
at one stage of his investigations, but he thinks 
that evercome by the records. 

In following out the different leads of the Hon. 
mann case one finds stories of money won in » jot. 
tery, of a table covered five inches deep with 4317, 
acquired in some manner unexplainable by the man 
whose will is te be contested, of a large sum of 
money lost by the paymaster ef the Broadway Street 
Railway line. 

Even the death of the elder Hollmann had an ele- 
ment of mystery and the issuance of the buria} 
mit had a like air—enough so that the body was 
‘Fecently exhumed by order of Dr. Jules Baron, Cor. 
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oner of St. Louis, after it had been buried five 





months. Application for such action was made to 
Coroner Baron by Hermann Hollmann Jr. Inquiry 
was instituted by the Ceroner, and action taken 
after considerable delay and a consultation with 
the City Counselor. The inquest resulted in a ver- 
dict that there had apparently been nothing Ir- 
regular about the manner of the elder Hollmann’s 
death. The body was then reburied. 

After hearing the will read, Hollmann re- 
tained Walter H. Noh! of 1018 Chemical Building, 
associated with Lee A. Hall, and these will prosecute 
the contest. Among their first moves was to run 
down the rumor connecting young Hollmann with a 
wealthy cattleman. This they picked up from some 
of the elder Hollmann’s acquaintances. It pur- 
ported to show that a baby boy had been left with 
the elder Hollmann by a wealthy stockman, who 
had also left money to be used in bringing the bey 
up and later to be left to him. This seemed to ex- 
plain the mystery of the young man’s birth and 
of the father’s wealth at one and the same time 
Yet no proof could be obtained and the story was 
finally abandoned. Im the course of this investiga 
tion, however, some interesting bits of the mystery 
came out. 

Mrs. Lena Foege, 923 St. Louis avenue, was ae- 
quainted with Hollmann when his first wife was liv- 
ing. The latter died 24 years ago, shertly after the 
birth of Charles ©. Hollmann. Mrs. Foege said a 
child was born to Mr. and Mrs. Hollmann 380 years 
ago last Christmas. Mrs, Foege visited them a day

Hollmann made some remarks about it being a hard 
matter to adopt a child, and finally to'd Mrs. Foege 
that the child was an adopted one. This child, Mrs. 
Foege says. is the man now known as Hermann Holl- 
mann Jr. She saya she was informed the boy was 
of French or Italian parents, who turned him over 
to Mr. Hollmann in order to get a good home for 
him. Mrs. Foege had the alleged real father of the 
baby pointed out to her and says he was very dark 
and “had the appearance and bearing of an actor.” 
Investigation of the records of the German Evan- 
gelical Church at Fourteenth and Madison shows 
that a child was christened Hermann Johann Hein- 
rich Hollmann. It is recorded as having been born 
Dec. 30, 1874, and baptized Feb. 28, 1876. Its fath- 
er’s name was Hermann C. Hollmann and {te moth- 
er’s name Anna (nee Wittenbreder) Hollmann. Mrs. 
Heinrich Hollmann, wife of one of the sponsors, 


was at the christening, and is now living at 1443 acres 


Clinton. She says she believed the boy to be a 
natural son of Hermann Hollmann and Anna Holl- 
mann, his wife; that such was the general belief 
at the christening. She did not hear differently until 
years afterward, when rumors of conflicting stories 
of the child’s identity reached her ears, Her hus- 
band was a brother of the elder Hollmann. 

In this connection, the mortuary records of St. 
Louis shows that a Dr. Haunsman reported to that 
office the birth of a male child, white, born at 1408 
Benton. Its father’s name was Hermann Holl- 
mann, his birthplace Germany. Its mother’s name 
was Anna, birthplace Germany. The date of this 
birth was Jan. 18, 1876. This, it will be obseryed, 
differs from the date of birth as placed by Mrs, 
Foege and the date given in the record of the 
christening. This discrepancy is explained by young 
Hollmann’s attorneys on the theory that the records 
were badly kept. They say Dr. Haunsman probably 
neglected to report the birth until Jan. 19 and that 
the clerk just entered it'as eccurring at that date, 
the physician having neglected te specify the date 
of birth im his report. It ts customary, in a chris- 
tening record, to make a netation to the effect that 
a child is adopted if that be the case, No such no- 
tation exists in the.record referred to,

Mrs. Foege says that at this time Hollmann sud- 
denly began buying property. Also about this time the 
Broadway Railroad paymaster lost a sum supposed 
to be about $20,000, its disappearance being then 
and sti]! remaining a mystery.

Hollman’s property when he died consisted of 20 age 


of land near Clayton, in 8t. Louis County, 
and the tenement properties at 2825-27-29-31-33 
North Fourteenth street, and at 1408-10 Wright 
street. He lived in thé,residence at 1412 Wright 
street, owning his home. Investigation of the rec- 
ords shows that Hollmann bought the property on 
Fourteenth street and that on Wright street in 
March, 1875, shortly after the birth of the boy, about 
whose identity there is so much mystery, and for 
the maintenance of whom rumor had said that Holl- 
mann received a large sum of money. He immedi- 
That he paid cash for the 
property and for the construction work is indicat- 
ed by the fact that no deed of trust was given on 
the property. Hollinann next bought the 20 acres 
in St’ Louis County. He had come to St. Louis be- 
tween 1865 and 1870 and had driving a dray 
for the Yeager Milling Oo. up to to the time he he pur 
chased the market stall. He had a in the 
market a short time before the the boy 
and the expenditure of money for propert sh attract- 
ed the attention of neighbors.

Hermann Hollmann 8r. himself told the boy at one 
time that he was an adopted son; that his name 
was Finnegan. Some of the old neighbors of the 
Hollmanns claim that several outside children were 
brought into the family at different times. Her- 
mann Hollmann remembers a boy of about his own 
who was a member of the family when Her- 
mann was four or, five years old, He doesn’t re- 
member when this boy came, but recalls that. he was 
taken away. This is corroborated by Mrs. Herman 
Hakemeier, 2833 North Fourteenth _ street. 
Knowledge of this left Hermann Holimann, in the 
position of not knowing whether be was: the boy 
who was born, the one who died or the one who 
was taken away.

His fondness for automobiling before coming to 
St. Louis, as remembered by men who knew him at 
other places, and the fact that for a long time after 
coming here he avoided the machines, are strengthen- 
ing circumstances of the medical theory that 
either Van Auken had realized his tendency to “moe- 
tormania,” and had avoided automobiling for fear of 
the results, or that his physician had ordered ‘him 
to stay out of the speed-killing machines.

At first he spent much time around the big 
hotels, watching guests come and go in their auto- 
mobiles. He was noticed as a man of repressed 
nervousness, quiet and {inoffensive in his actions, 
unless his constant talk of speed records would be 
called offensive, but not thrusting himself on any- 
one.

turned over to him with Edward McConners, an 
adept and skillful chauffeur, in charge. 

A phase of “motormania” which is common to 
those afflicted with this strange disease was ap- 
parent in the fact that Van Auken’s actions did not 
create any unusual attention when he hired the 
machine, although later events show that he was 
on the verge of a violent outburst all the time. He 
stated that he was to be married and talked of 
getting several machines for use at his wedding, 
but that was not an extraordinary thing for a man 
to contemplate. 

But as the time approached for him to take the 
wild ride he had planned—when his mania, so long 
restrained, was to have full play—Van Auken be- 
came # changed man. The moving of the machine, 
the jar and noise, the smell of the gasoline, and, 
above all, the increasing speed from the slow start 
to something approximating the legal limit, awoke 
his mania to renewed activity. He called to the 
driver to increase his speed. Even his voice had 
changed with the upcoming of his mania—so much 
so that the hard, tense quality of it attracted the 
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chaufleur’s notices and he turned to see what was 
the matter. 

Van Auken’s face had become convulsed and 
strained and when McConners, the chauffeur, told 
him no greater speed was allowed he became wild, 
drew a revolver and ordered the chauffeur to in- 
crease his speed under penalty of instant death. 
McConners drove more rapidly and with the whirr 
and chug and jar of the machine Van Auken’s ex- 
citement rose still higher. He commanded a further 
letting. out of the speed lever, and although Mc- 
Conners protested that they were now going at a 
rate of 40 miles an hour and would surely be ar- 
rested Van Auken declared himself as caring noth- 
ing for arrest or any other ea speed, 
speed. 

An increase of 10 miles an hour calmed him some- 
what, but he was again aroused when, upon turning 
a corner suddenly, the machine came near running 
down two men who were starting across the street, 
and “skidded” on two wheels. Van Auken then arose 
in his seat and wildly urged the chauffeur to further 
effort. McConners, who seems to have kept remark- 
ably cool throughout the experience, finally induced 
Van Auken to allow him to slow down and invite 
two policemen to the approaching wedding. Van 
Auken consented under condition that they hurry on 
again as soon as the guests were picked up, and 
shortly he was under-restraint. 

Van Auken, previous to his ride in the automo- 
bile, had been what alienists term a “speed maniac.” 
This has long been recognized as a disease. It now 
has thousands of victims in hospitals throughout the 
country. Frequently, however, the mania is of, a 
comparatively unobtrusive character and never~be- 
comes acute. But let a “speed maniao” get into an 
automobile and his mania is immediately increased. 
Let him keep the automobile habit up for a while 
and he will grow rapidly worse, and if he happen to 
be in a machine when {t engages in a race, or when 
an unusual burst of speed is taken on, or even when 
an accident occurs or is narrowly averted, the shock 
and excitement may develop “motormania,” which 
is really a superacute form of “speed mania,” at 
once. 

It may not be outwardly noticeable on the victim, 
and, with the cunning of other forms of insanity, he 
frequently hides his weakness completely at ordi- 
nary times. But it shows whenever the motormaniac 
gets into an automobile and has absolute control 
over it. So say experts. He pushes the machine 
or orders the chauffeur te push it, to its highest 
speed. This varies according to the violence of the 
mania, but a pecullar and a dangerous phase of it 
is the tendency of the victim’s mania to grow on 
what it feeds on. As he goes faster and faster and 
the noise of the machine becomes louder and more 
continuous the motormaniac’s nerves become more 
and more excited and body and brain dome under 
complete subjection of the mania that has possession 
of him. 

Motormaniacs are. frequently seen nowadays in 
Forest Park. Some of them have only slight symp- 
toms of the dread affliction, others are acutely in- 
sane. But in the East, where motoring is indulged 


in to a greater extent than here, the disease is more. 


common. On the roads leading out of New York into 
Westchester County—a great place for motorists— 
the motormaniac is common. 

He drives often at night, realizing, cunningly, that

he is less apt to be detected then. There is, it is 
said, not an hour of the night when one of them 
may not be seen on McComb’s dam bridge and by the 
watchers along the roads, driving at a furious rate 
of speed, nearly always by himself. Sometimes a 
chauffeur is with the motormaniac, but this is usual- 
ly only when the motormanide cannot drive a ma: 
chine himself. 

In a case recently brought to light in New York 
City it was shown that the victim had been in the 
habit of taking a machine at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and driving furiously over the country until day- 
light, then coming in to his garage at a quiet pace 
which would not arouse suspicions of the driving, 
resistless mania that held nightly sway in the man’s 
brain. In this case, as in a number of others, it was 
found that the victim had been overworked and had 
stuck to his business affairs until he had become 
intensely nervous and in a state of strained excita- 
tion. Then he had taken up motoring and with the 
first burst of speed had been carried away with the 
insane desire to get away from himself and his work 
and worry. 

Once indulged, the mania takes full possession and 
the only way to rid a patient of it is to force him 
to remain away from an automobile entirely. After 
a term in a private sanitarium, ranging, according 
to the violence of the victim, from a few weeks to 
several months, the motormaniac is cured for the 
time being and usually will stay so if proper pre- 
cautions are taken. He has a tendency to the disease 
ever after, however, and it may take uncontrollable 
possession of him at any time of nervous excitement 
when he sees an automobile in full course or 
chancés to get into one. 

“Because of the fact that, as a rule, motorists who 
are able to have heavy, high-speed cars, which are 
necessary for the indulgence of the mania to its 
highest pitch, are wealthy and are taken to private 
sanitariums when afflicted, the disease is not as 
well known to the public, or, indeed, to the genera! 
medical fraternity, as it would be otherwise. For 
while it is of such recent origin that the contempla- 
tion of it is still startling, there are said to be 
a number of violent cases of it now under treat- 
ment. | 

Not every man who drives a motor car at high 
speed has the disease. Its victims are always men 
of highly nervous temperament, usually confirmed 
neurotics or business men who have worked them- 
selves into nervous exhaustion. They turn to the 
motor as a means of getting outdoors. For the first 
few times out, perhaps no bad results follow. But a 
narrow escape from accident or a race with a passing 
machine arouses the germ of motormania. The own- 
er becomes inclined to a faster gait, urges it on his 
chauffeur or tries it himself if he drives his own 
machine. Then the disease comes on apace, 

Every time he goes out he strikes a faster galt. 
Presently the idea of going faster fills his mind, 
He thinks about it all day. Perhaps he goes to 
business in his machine and returns home in it. He 
tries a burst of speed going down, then during the 
entire day he is thinking constantly of what he will 
do when he goes home, As the hour approaches 
for his machine to come after him be grows restless 
and irritable. 

As the disease becomes more acute the business 
man will turn almost exclusively to the machine. A 
striking {llustration of chis was when Charles M. 
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system seize 1 on the new excitement, and the world 


was soon sturing in astonishment at the spectacte © 


of an American multi-millionaire racing madly about 
Europe without apparent regard for life or limb. 
Schwab procured the fastest, heaviest cars made at 
that time and had still larger ones built. He was 
allowed to continue his wild racing on the theory 
that he would soon exhaust himself, and that to al- 
low his mind to center on this subject was, per- 
haps, less dangerous than that he be restrained. 
Motormania develops to an extreme degree @ 
symptom common to all forms of insanity—the de- 


sire to move, to change, to get away from one’s pres- ~ 


ent surrounding. Frequently an insane person will 
run until completely exhausted. This, insanity ex- 
perts say, is because the victim seeks to get away 
from the brain-irritating source of his aftliction. 
This they do usually, without realizing why they are 
restless. Sometimes, however, it takes the form of 
a delusion that someone is pursuing. 

Motormania is an acute development of the rest- 
less, ever-moving, never-satisfied condition, A notable 
difference between the motorist who rides: fast to 
test his machine or make a speed record},and the 
motormaniac is that the former uses judgment in 
selecting the place to try out his machine, and 
watches carefully for obstacles. He keeps his ays 
to the front and sees far ahead. His mind is intent 
on the niceties of the mechariical arrangement of his 
machine, the adjustment 
nervous system is so wc"! in hand that he has per- 
fect control of himself, and, as % consequence, per- 
fect control of his machine. He never rides so fast 
as to over-excite himself. His physica] condition is 


in that state of perfection where he is only mildly 


exhilarated by the ride and his mental ¢apacity 
becomes more intent and capable because of the 
evertion. 

On the other hand, the medical theory. now is 
that a motormaniac is oblivious to everything except 


his desire to get away, to run faster and faster, to 


outspeed the wind. It has even been suggested by 
specialists that the motormaniac’s eyes actually be/ 
come blurred and set in an unseeing stare, rather 
than being intelligently alive to the obstacles 
ahead. Sometimes the frenzy wears itself off, but the 
motormaniac will dash about for hours before this 
relief comes, and will only be out of his machine for 
a short time before he is again urged te get in it 


and be off. An automobile may be taken out at any 


time. It is soon ready and the motormaniac can 
start while the mania is at its height. The machine 
is an exciting, nerve-jarring piece of machinery at 
the best.

Sewing for Baby. — 
HE time was when not nearly so much en- 
1 ergy and ingenuity were expended | upon 

é babies’ clothes as upon the working of tidies 
and splashers, but it is a happy fact that this order 
of things is now reversed, and baby appears arrayed 
in garments made beautiful with hand work. _ 

Nothing is so fitting, so dainty, and so sweet for 
a baby as simple garments sewn by hand with tiny 
stitches; with little trimming save hemstit. hing, 
feather-stitching and fagoting, a little hand em- — 
broidery and a small amount of fine lace. _ 

A few rules about cutting and making these |it- 
tle garments, the right materials to be used, and the 
proper measurements will be helpful to the young 
mother to whom this is a new kind of fancy work. 

The prettiest material for the best long dresses 
is handkerchief linen. Then there are linen batiste 
and, perhaps more used than either of these, French 
nainsook. ‘This last has some dressing and can be 
easily creased for sewing, which is an advantage. 

A long dress should measure one yard from neck 
to hem; it should be one and three-fourths yards — 
wide if it is to be trimmed with a ruffle, otherwise 
two yards. » ’ deri 

For slips, nainsook is suitable; sometimes a fine 
longeloth is used; this, too, is good for skirts and 
for nightgowns, if flannel ones are not worn. A slip — 
should be made seven-eighths of a-yard in levgth 
and one and one-half to two yards in width. These 
should be simply gathered into the neckband, which 
may be feather stitched and finished with a narrow 
lace edging, or, maybe, merely a strip of beading 
wide enough to carry baby ribbon. The sleeves 
should be finished with little bands to match.
